New Track Record 


Two-Year-Old Filly Adds Feather 
To Cap Of Virginia’s Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s Stud 

Just one more feather was added 
to the cap of Virginia breeder, Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer when Galley Slave, 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s two-year-old fil- 
ly, pulled off her record-breaking 
three furlong victory out at Santa 
Anita a week ago yesterday, January 
27. 

Bred at Mr. Kilmer’s Court Manor 
Stud, New Market, Va., and by the 
noted French sire Gino out of Sally’s 
Alley, the filly was purchased by Mr. 
Vanderbilt at Saratoga’s last season 
yearling sale. 

Shattering Airflame’s former track 
record of .33, made just two years 
ago, and setting a new mark of 
.21 4-5, the chestnut filly carrying 
“Sonny” Workman’s 119 pounds, 
drew easily away from the other two- 
year-olds of which Likely Lad was 
the chief contender and swept to a 
rapid finish with plenty to spare. 

Another outstanding triumph for 
a Virginia sire occurred last week 
when two full brothers, both by Dun- 
lin out of Lady Emmeline, a King 
James mare, won races on different 
tracks the same day, Friday, Janu- 
ary 28. One, Mrs. Kenneth N. Gil- 
pin’s Buck Langhorne, showing the 
same form that brought him victory 
at Charles Town last year, captured 
with ease a mile claiming handicap 
at Hialeah, while the other, Cousin 
George, owned by Aevos Stables an- 
nexed a mile and sixteenth claiming 
race at Havana’s Oriental Park. 

The former, a_ six-year-old bay 
gelding, assumed command at the fin-

TIMBER RACING 








The announcement of the conditions for the running of the Middleburg 
Cup Steeplechase over timber with a good purse this spring is a pleasant re- 
minder that timber racing is not yet over in this country. Races over post 
and rails are so much a part of the American sporting tradition that it would 
be a great pity to see them discarded for brush and flat races. 

Often English sportsmen are heard to exclaim with a shudder that they 
would rather be shot than have to jump timber. Instead they go through 
stiff hedges that don’t break, only bend enough to trip horses, jump deep 
brooks and banks that have rails on either side peculiarly designed to catch 
the horse getting in wrong, or so it would seem. One has only to see the 
pictures of an English Grand National to know of the dangers of a brush 
course. The plain, straight post and rails of the Maryland Hunt Cup Course 
provide a relief after watching Beecher’s Brook. At least if a horse falls 
over timber, he is not going to catch his rider at the bottom of a ditch from 
which they both have to be pulled out with a derrick. 2 


Timber jumping is dangerous, and it seems to be coming increasingly so 
as present day amateur riders speed up the pace so that they hit rails at as 
fast a clip as they take brush. The first consideration must be to get around 
the course, and, perhaps, if riders start being too reckless over timber, the 
old story of the tortoise and the hare may check the pace. This would be 
helpful for very few horses can consistently take timber in their stride the 
way they hurdle brush. It is asking too much for a horse to go at a two 
minute clip around a four mile course jumping some 20 post and rails aver- 
aging four feet and over and flying each one. 

The American countryside is eminently one of post and rails and as long 
as it remains such, trials over timber are a fine contribution to the American 
Sporting scene, but to compensate owners for the risks involved adequate 
purses are only just if they are to be expected to carry on. 

The American hunting horse is required to jump rails all day long. If 
the American Steeplechase horse is not given an opportunity to race over 
this traditional cross country obstacle, there would be a great gap in Ameri- 
can sport that the mere emulation of the English tradition would not fill. 

Flying over a flight of rails are to the American no greater feat than the 
cut and laid to the English topsawyer or bank to the man from the Cur- 
ragh. They are all in the days work. They are in the blood, once experi- 
enced, and the thrill is never to be forgotten. Post and Rails are the Ameri- 
can Foxhunter’s means of keeping with hounds. They should, therefore, re- 
main if possible on the program in every race meeting, as in the Middleburg 
Races this spring, showing the American way of going across country at its 
very best, the racing pace of a thoroughbred horse. That timber racing is 
considered the very finest trial for horse and rider by the American sport- 
ing public finds ample justification in the crowd at the Maryland Hunt Cup. 
Purses such as Middleburg is offering this year should go far in maintaining 
this peculiarly American tradition that demands so much of courage, of skill 
and of sportsmanship. 





HIGH WAGES—LOW PRICES 





Suddenly from all the welter of confusing theories as to the cause of the 
present recession, there has been thrown upon the national scene the old 
theory of high wages. It was propelled into the national arena by the Pres- 
ident. The result was to line up immediately on opposite sides of the fence 
leaders of the nation who had heretofore been only groping in the dark. 

High wages received their greatest impetus in this country from Henry 
Ford on the theory that the resulting purchasing power given employees was 
good business for they turned around and bought not only Ford cars, but 
the products of other people so that those other people, too, would buy Ford 
ears. Mr. Ford did not start the famous American high wage scale to play 
Santa Claus. He inaugurated it as a good business man. Herbert Hoover 
advocated the same theory in 1929 when he urged all business men to main- 
tain wages in the face of declining sales, to bolster purchasing power. 

The influence of purchasing power is no new thought to President Roose- 
velt, for before the 
maintained, not by the high wages of business, but by money from the U. S. 
Treasury. Now with the Treasurer of the United States calling-a halt upon 
further spending by the Government, if the country is to avoid inflation, the 
President is face to face with an old problem, made doubly difficult by the 
unusually large deficit, the problem of finding new purchasing power. 

The President advocates high wages and low prices in order to secure 


Roosevelt Recession, this purchasing power was being 


volume. This was the great theory of the American business man, but be- 
fore, when the shoe began to pinch, in other words, when the costs from 
high wages became such that the volume from low prices failed to justify the 
wages, the wages were lowered. This is what the opponents to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s theory want now, for how is it good business to continue to pay out 
money when the return is not coming in? 

Within these two views lies the apparent answer to the recession. The 
reduction in volume was caused by the fact that business raised prices in 
order to pay the high wages and by doing so tapped the purchasing power of 
the American public who refused to pay the high prices and stopped buying. 

The answer to the problem is not one that can be found by ordering every 
employer to maintain his high wages and drop prices. Where sales are fal- 
ling off and profits dropping, it is like telling a man to go chop off his head. 

The business man has to meet a payroll every week. If he doesn’t have 
the income to meet the payroll, he has to cut the costs and that’s what he 
will no doubt do, regardless of whether the President seeks, “Other means 
of creating purchasing power.’’ The result of high wages, where there are: 
no profits, can mean only one thing, unemployment, for the employer will 
cut off men if he can’t cut wages in order to lower his costs. The problem is 
still one that can best be answered by cooperation and mutual understand- 
ing and patience. The ills of a nation are not cured overnight even by poli- 
ticians.

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FEBRUARY JOBS 


February weather is so uncertain 


that the enthusiastic gardener must 


/ jet his or her gardening be dictated 


by the weather man. Here are a few 
suggestions and you can fit them in 
as the weather permits. 

1. If you already have some old 
sand flats, get them out, and give 
them a good scrubbing with a strong 
soap and water, mending them when 
necessary. However, if you haven’t 
any, it is a very simple job to make 
them. The standard type is usually 
made of %-inch lumber, 12 inches 
wide by 18 inches long and a depth 
of 3 inches. But I find it is a great 
help to have a few smaller ones, as 
they are pretty heavy to carry around, 
when they are full of dirt. Remem- 
ber to leave small cracks between 
the bottom boards as this will give 
better drainage. 

2. The next job for a bad day, is to 
collect all your garden tools and start 
cleaning them up with wire wool, 
emery paper and sand paper. After 
all the rust has been removed and 
you can see your face in the shiny 
surface, oil them well, so as to keep 
them in better condition. If wooden 
handles need replacing, do that also. 
Examine your hose to make sure it 
has not cracked, and replace old 
washers between the couplings with 
new ones. A hose must always be 
rolled up loosely to keep it in shape. 
Take all the sprayers apart and clean 
them thoroughly, oiling and replac- 
ing old washers and hose. ‘This also 
is a good time to take your lawn 
mower to the shop to be sharpened 
and put in condition, so you won’t 
have to wait later on. 

If you are artistic, now is the time 
to go to work on such things as your 
watering can and wheelbarrow be- 
fore you start to paint, however, 
tighten and grease the axle wheels in 
the wheel barrow, also some boards 
may need replacing. I love to see an 


attractive wheel barrow in a garden, 
and it can be very attractive, as well 
as useful. I will never forget one I 
saw in France. The old gardener 
would use it all morning around the 
garden, and when he was finished 
with it, instead of putting it away, he 
would wheel it into a most prominent 
place and fill it full of pots of bright 
geraniums to wait there until he 
needed it again. So any color, as long 
as it is bright, and gay is a good idea. 
If you still have a little paint left, go 
back and get the tools you have just 
cleaned and paint a band of color on 
each. This is not merely a whimsi- 
eal idea, for if you should lend them 
to a neighbor, the band will remind 
him that it is still yours. 

Now for the better days when you 
want to go out doors: 

1. There are a few bushes such as 
Philadelphus (mock orange), Hy- 
drangeas and Hibiscus, that can be 
pruned now. These plants bear their 
blooms on this year’s growth so the 
blooms will not be sacrificed as would 
such shrubs as Lilac, Wisteria and 
Forsythia where buds are already 
formed. 

2. Should your stakes need re- 
plenishing, this is a good time to go 
out in the woods and cut new ones. 

3. If you have not already done it 
take advantage of the first day the 
ground is in favorable condition and 
dig a trench for your sweet peas. 
This should be at least 18 inches 
deep. Put a foot of well rotted ma- 
nure in the bottom and fill the re- 
maining part with a good mixture of 
garden soil. Let this wait until you 
are ready to sow your seed sometime 
in March. 

Note: As there are so many differ- 
ent ways of growing sweet peas, I 
would greatly appreciate anyone 
writing in their experiences to be 
published in this column. I am sure 
it would be of great interest and a 
help to those growing this flower.

meeting, it was decided to make a 
change in the annual event. Instead 
of a single feature, there will be a 
double in the Sandhills Cup, three 
miles over timber, and the Yadkin, 
two and a half miles over brush car- 
rying a $1,000 purse.

A newcomer to the Hunt Race 
schedule is the Aiken Mile Track 
Assn., meeting, slated for March 26. 
There have been Hunt Races in Aik- 
en for some years, but this year the 
meeting is backed by a different As- 
sociation. Backing it are the Bost- 
wick brothers, Dunbar and George 
H. (Pete) and A. C. Bostwick. It 
comes as an outgrowth of the inter- 
est taken by Dunbar in trotting last 
year.

Cure For Mange 


Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin recommends 


the following for mange _ infected 
dogs. She should know well, what 
with Mr. Iselin’s recently granted 


license for a fifty dog kennels, most 
of them beagles. 

“Boil together, one pound of lard, 
one pound of vaseline, one half pint 
castor oil. Bring to a bubbling point. 
Remove from fire and add one pint 
of kerosene oil. Return to fire and 
boil to bubbling point again. When 
nearly cool add one ounce of Pear- 
son’s Creoline to prevent licking 
and enough sulphur to make a thip 
paste, the above mixture making ap- 
proximately two pounds. Stir well, 
rub on the dog, thoroughly covering 
the entire body, even between toes. 
Do not miss a hair, in first applica- 
tion. In an ordinary case of mange, 
one application should cure dog. If 
bad case, apply second application to 
worst spots in four or five days’’.
